STARTING NEW COUNTRIES RIGHT 


The British colony of Xi.^ena in Africa 
Ls fortunate in .being 


started on correct principles. The land is not to be dealt out to bigj 
corporations, nor is it to be given in small tracts to holders, to mort- 
i?n%r and finally to pass into the hands of big landlords. Title is to; 
remain vested in the government, and settlers are to hold on renewable 
leases at rents fixed and revi&ed by the governor. A provision of 
;he law concerning this states: 


"In determining the rent in be demanded for any given, land, 


and on any subsequent revision of rent, the governor shall take into 
consideration the rent obtained or obtainable in ruspcct for any other 
like land in the immediate neighborhood and shall, subject 1o the 
provisions of section J9, fix the rent, at the highest amount that can 
reasonably be expected to be obtained for the land, having regard to 
all the eircum.s!ances of the cave, provided that in determining the 
amount of any rent, whether original or revised, the governor shall 
not take into consideration any value due to capital expended, upon 
the land by the same or any previous occupier daring his term or 
terms of occupancy, or any increase in the value of the land, the 
rental of which is untler consideration, due to the employment of 
such capital." 


In another colony, the East Africa protectorate, a similar law cx- 


isls. limited however to certain crown lands. These lands may be 
leased for !)Q!) v ears at rents nominal at first but subject lu a gradual 
inerea.se up lo three per cent of the unimproved value. As the value 
increases the rent is to be increased of course. 


Both colonies arc to be congratulated. Had the land .system of 


Nigeria been applied to America when settlement began, how differ- 
ent conditions would be today. No one would ever have taken any 
land that he did not intend to u«e, and all unusued natural resources 
would today be open to the use of any one desiring it. There would 
be no unemployment, no poverty, no periods of hard times. 


But a way exists to rectify the error. A change in the taxation 


system so a,s to tax the rental value of land into the public treasury

vals as Christmas and New Year's 
Day can't be depended upon by the 
banker without consulting the inter- 
national calendar. 


New Year's Day is the only holiday 


universally observed. 
But. alas, it 


falls on 11 different dates in different 
parts of the globe, and some countries 
observe more than one of them. An 
exhaustive study of these New Year 
celebrations would give one a pretty 
fair knowledge of the ancient history 
of the world. Curiously enough, one 
of our own states, Massachusetts, doe*, 
not make this a legal holiday, though 
her citizens generally observe It. 


Eleven New Year Dates. 


January 1 is observed as New 


Year's Day in every country in all 
Europe except Bulgaria, Greece. Rou- 
mania, Russia, Servia and Turkey; in 
all European colonies in Africa and 
in Liberia and Morocco; in every 
country and colony in North, Central 
and South America and in all parts 
of Asia except Asiatic Turkey and in 
Australasia. 


In Bulgaria, Greece. Roumania. 


Russia, Servia and Turkey the old 
style calendar prevails and the New 
Year begins accordingly on January 
14. 


The Japanese New Year does, in- 


deed,-"-begin on January 1, but it 18 
also celebrated on the 3d and 5th of 
that month. 


Then there are the Hindu New 


Year, on April 13; the Chinese New 
Year, February 11 to 14 (which, by 
the way, is a legal holiday In a part 
of the United States—Hawaii); the 
Ann ami te New Year, February IT 
and IS, and the Second Annamite 
New Year, June 19; the Pars! New 
Year, September 11; the Persian New 
Year. March--31 to 24; the-Moham- 
medan New Year, December 10 and 
11, and the Jewish New Year, Sep- 
tember 12, 13 and 14. It is a sur- 
prise to learn that the only nation on 
earth making the Jewish New Year a 
leg.il holiday is Turkey. 


New Year's Day waa celebrated 


among the most ancient nations. The 
old Roman New Year began March 1, 
but in reforming the calendar Julius 
Caesar designated January 1 as the 
year's beginning. 


Where Christmas Is Not Observed. 


Christinas Day, due to its religious 


significance, is not so generally ob- 
served as New Year's Dr.y. 
It has, 


moreover, only throe different dates. 
It was not generally observed on De- 
cember 25 until the fourth century. 
The early church, lacking any au- 
thentic knowledge r.s to the date of 
Christ's birth, celebrated it without 
uniformity in May, April and Janu- 
ary. 
The'Armenian Church still ob- 


serves January fi. ',Yhy the Decem- 
ber date was finally selected is uncer- 
tain. 
Some see in it a displacement 


of the Roman Saturnalia; others de- 
clare it a survival of the Feast of the 
Winter Solstice, and still others point 
to its coincidence with the old Ger- 
man Yuletide Feast. Countries where 
the old style calendar prevails still 
celebrate January 7. 


In the Puritan days Scotch Presby- 


terians and English Non-Conformists 
rejected Christmas Day altogether as 
"savoring of papistry," and in Now 
England Thanksgiving Dr.y was de- 
vised to replace it.
